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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The communication filed on 6/16/97 as Paper No. 12 is non-responsive to the prior Office 
action because Applicant has not complied with the election of species set forth in Paper No. 10. 

It is noted that Applicant has responded to the restriction requirement set forth in Paper 
No. 10 by electing Group I, species D3, with traverse, however, Applicant has not responded to 
the species election between claims 28, 29 and 30 (effective association rate; difference in 
size/shape and; ternary complex) set forth on page 5 of Paper No. 10. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or 
inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is required to complete the response 
within a TIME LIMIT of ONE MONTH from the date of this letter or within the time remaining 
in the response period of the last Office action, whichever is longer. NO EXTENSION OF THIS 
TIME LIMIT MAY BE GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 CFR 1 . 136(a) OR (b), but the period 
for response set in the last office action may be extended up to a maximum of SIX MONTHS.
